2, Chlorination — Mix 2 teaspoons- 
ful of fresh chloride of lime into a 
smooth paste with a little cold water, 
To this add 1 quart of water and 
mix well. This mixture is the steril- 
izing solution. Add four drops of 
the solution to 1 gallon of water and 
allow to stand for 15 minutes. It 
will then be safe for drinking. 

Fresh sterilizing solution should be 
made up weekly. 

Other chlorine solutions may be 
used so long as the manufacturer's 
instructions are followed closely. 


Scientists Test | | ; 


Value Of Peat 
As Soil Restorer 


Active Experiments 
Being Held In Ontario 
And Quebec 


OTTAWA, -— A peat bog is prob- 
ably a poor place to attempt agri- 
culture, but just the same Canadian 
peat promises to play an important 
part in agriculture, through soil im- 
provement, 

Scientists of the bureau of mines, 
who are charged with experimental 
investigation of peat, revealed that 
at the present time active experi- 
ments are being held on various plots 
set aside on Ontario and Quebec 
farms to test the value of peat as a 
soil restorer, 

Depletion of soil humus is a situa- 
tion which develops, where long 
cultivation and erosion is present. 
On account of their high costs, com- 
mercial and domestic fertilizers can- 
not be used on a wide scale as the 
sole source of organic matter requir- 
ed to bring the soils back to top pro- 
duction condition, 

Experiment has shown that the 
better grades of’ peat are a good 
source of organic matter which modi- 
fies soils, making them more favor- 
able for plant growth.

ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION: Prone Method, 

Some injuries such as electric shock drowning, gas poisoning and cho king in- 
terfere with breathing and may cause asph yziation unless normal breathing is 
promptly restored Artificial respiration should be restored to bring this about, but re- 
member, SEND FOR A DOCTOR IMMEDIATELY, 

. Lay the patient prone, (face down) the head “downhill,” if possible, with one 
arm extended directly overhead, and the o ther arm bent at the elbow to form a resting 
place for the head so that nose anid mouth are free for breathing. 

Kneel, straddling the patient’s thighs with_palms of the hands on the small of the 
back, aid fingers resting on the ribs, the little finger just touching the lowest rib, and 
the fingers extended straight down. ’ 

With arms held straight, swing forward slowly bringing the weight of the body 
gradually upon the patient, so that the shoulder in this position is directly over 
the heel of the hand at the end of the forw ard swing. Do not bend elbows. Then im- 
mediately swing backward, so as to remove the pressure completely, After two seconds 
repeat the pressure and release the complete swng forward and backward to take four 
or five seconds, or 12 to 15 times a minute. Continue without interruption until the 
patient preathes naturally. ms
